MINUTES OF SEPTEMBER 15, 2015 
 
 
FOR ACTION 
 
1. RESOLUTION 15-237 – REAPPOINTMENT OF JOHN E. KOBAYASHI.  Relating 

to the reappointment of John E. Kobayashi to serve on the Citizens Advisory 
Commission on Civil Defense of the City and County of Honolulu.  (Transmitted by 
Communication MM-117) (Public Hearing held on 9/2/15) 

 
2. RESOLUTION 15-278 – ACCEPTANCE OF GIFT.  Relating to the acceptance of 

gift valued at $10,100 from The 200 Club for the Honolulu Police Department to 
honor and award the Department’s outstanding officer, parent, reserve office, civilian 
employee and citizen for National Police Week 2016.  (Transmitted by D-687) 

 
3. RESOLUTION 15-283 – HOUSING FIRST PROGRAM. Urging the City 

Administration to move forward expediently with Honolulu’s Housing First Program 
by investing in more housing inventory options, enlarging program contracts to 
target greater numbers of chronically homeless people, and making the placement 
of homeless families a priority. 

 
4. RESOLUTION 15-281 – SECTION 8 TENANT-BASED ASSISTANCE PROGRAM.  

Requesting the City Auditor to conduct a performance audit of the City’s Section 8 
Tenant-Based Assistance Program. 

 
5. RESOLUTION 15-268 – ESTABLISHING HYGIENE CENTERS.  Requesting the 

City Administration to report to the Council on the feasibility of establishing hygiene 
centers in the Mapunapuna area for homeless persons and undertaking a pilot 
program to operate such a center. 

 
6. RESOLUTION 15-282 – MOBILE HEALTH SERVICES FOR THE HOMELESS.  

Requesting the City Administration to consider the use of Ambu-Buses to provide 
mobile health services to the homeless. 

 
7. RESOLUTION 15-284 – PUBLIC HOUSING RENTAL UNITS.  Urging the Hawaii 

State Legislature to appropriate sufficient funds to ensure that the public housing 
rental units currently offline are renovated to meet the shortage of affordable 
housing in Honolulu.

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8. RESOLUTION 15-285 – REMOVAL OF SIDEWALK NUISANCES.  Urging the City 

Administration to increase its efforts to remove sidewalk nuisances from City 
sidewalk. 

 
9 BILL 56 (2015), CD1 – STATE FIRE CODE.  Adopting the State Fire Code as 

adopted by the State of Hawaii (State) on August 15, 2014, subject to certain 
amendments which shall apply to the City. (Bill 56 [2015], CD1 passed second 
reading and public hearing held on 9/2/15) 

 
 PROPOSED CD2 TO BILL 56 (2015), CD1 (Submitted by Councilmember 

Anderson) - The proposed CD2 (OCS2015-0876/9/10/2015 12:22 PM) makes the 
following amendments: 

 
A. Amends proposed item (9), which would add an exception to 

Section 10.14.1, by adding dormitories, educational, and hotel occupancies 
to the occupancies wherein natural cut Christmas trees shall be permitted, 
subject to certain conditions. 

 
B. Amends Table 10.14.1.1 by amending the dormitories, educational, and hotel 

occupancies rows. 
 
C. Amends Section 20-1.1 of the bill to expressly "adopt" the State Fire Code.
